GERMANY'S PEACE TERMS 



TJ ASHINGTON. D. C.. Dec. 12.— (Special).— The peace 
1/1/ terms which Germany is prepared to offer to the entente 
* * allies are not incorporated in the formal offer which 
she has asked the United Stares, Spain and Switzerland to 
transmit to her enemies. 

Germany, however, has informally sent to Washington for 
publication in the United States an outline of the basis on which 
she is disposed to terminate the war. The peace terms thus in- 
formally presented by Germany provide: 

For the complete restoration of Belgium. 

For the evacuation by Germany of all territory cap- 
tured in northern France during the progress of the war. 

For the establishment of Poland and Lithuania as 
independent kingdoms. 

For the retention of Serbia by Austria-Hungary, 
and the restoration to Bulgaria of all territory lost by 
that country in the second Balkan war. 

For the restoration to Austria of territory captured 
by Italy in the neighborhood of the Adriatic sea. 

For the restoration to Germany of all her colonial 
possessions in Africa, the far east, and other parts of the 
globe. 

For the retention of Constantinople by Turkey. 

Another Version of Offer. 

Based upon information from their home governments, the entente | 
diplomats believe Germany's terms are in general about as follows: 

Restoration of Belgium, but with conditions which would practically j 
leave it under German control and probably give over the port of Antwerp 
to Germany. 

Restoration of the occupied portions of northern France, but with eco- 
nomic control, which would guarantee to Germany supplies of Iron and 
other raw materials drawn from there. 

Domination of Mesopotamia by Germany and Austria, to give them 
a path to the Persian gulf and break England's gateway to India and 
Egrot. 

*Pa .ward to Bulgaria alt of Serbia as fat south as Nish, which would 
take from Serbia as much territory as she gained in the Balkan wars. 

They expect Germany will demand the return of her African colonies, 
or at least propose to exchange them for the French colonies. 

Turkey's interests are considered a minor affair and not fully devel- 
oped in consideration of peace.

• ERLIN. Dec. 12. — Following is the 
text of the peace note addressed by 
Germany and her allies to the hostile 

" The most terrific war ever ex- 
perienced in history has been raging 
for the last two years and a half over 
a large part of the world — a catas- 
trophe which thousands of years of 
common civilization was unable to 
prevent, and which injures the most 
precious achievements of humanity. 

“ Our aims are not to shatter nor annihilate our adversaries. 
In spite of our consciousness of our military and economic 
strength and our readiness to continue the war (which has been 
farced upon us) until the bitter end, if necessary; at the same 
time prompted by the desire to avoid further bloodshed and 
make an end to the atrocities of war. the four allied powers 
propose to enter forthwith into peace negotiations. 

“The propositions which they bring forward for such ne- 
gotiations and which have for their object a guarantee of the 
existence, of the honor and liberty of evolution for their nations 
are, according to their firm belief, an appropriate basis for the 
establishment of a lasting peace. 

** The feur allied powers have been obliged to take up arms 
to defend justice and the liberty of national evolution. The 
glorious deeds of our armies have in no way altered their pur- 
pose. We always maintained the firm belief that our own rights 
and justified claims in no way control the rights of these nations. 

“ The spiritual and material progress which were the pride 
of Europe at the beginning of the twentieth century are threat- 
ened with ruin. Germany and her allies, Austria-Hungary, Bui- 
garia, and Turkey, gave proof of their unconquerable strength in 
this struggle. They gained gigantic advantages over adversaries 
superior in number and war material. Our lines stand unshaken 
against ever repeated attempts made by armies. 

“ The last attack in the Balkans has been rapidly and vic- 
toriously overcome. The most recent events have demonstrated 
that further continuance of the war will not result in breaking 
the resistance of our forces, and the whole situation with regard 
to our troops justifies our expectation of further successes. 

“ If in spite of this offer of peace and reconciliation the strug- 
gle should go on. the four allied powers are resolved to continue 
to a victorious end. but they disclaim responsibility for this be- 
fore humanity and history. 

“ The imperial government, through the good offices of your 
excellency, ask the government of (here is inserted the name of 
the neutral power addressed in each instance) to bring this com- 
munication to the knowledge of the government of (here are in- 
serted the names of the belligerents).

Au.tria-Hungnry Say* It W«» Compelled to Dn 
to Safeguard Itself Against Hostile Neighboi 
It Cannot Be Crushed by Foes. 



L ondon, d#c. 12. — An of- 

B eial Austrian statement, 
raf erring to the peace- 
offer, says s , 

“ Whan in ike summer of 
1914 the patience of Austria- 
Hungary was exhausted by a 
series of *y*tematically con- 
tinued and evor Increasing prov- 
ocations nnd monacal and tha 
monarchy, after almost fifty 
year* of unbroken peace, found 
itself compelled to draw iho 
sword, this weighty decision 
was animated neither by ag- 
gressive purposes nor by de- 
signs of conquest but solely by 
ihe bilter necessity of telf-do- 
fense. lo defend its existence 
and safeguard itself for tbo fu- 
ture against similar treacherous 
plots of hostile neighbors. 

" That was the task and aim 
of the monarchy in tho present 
war- In combination with its 
allies, well tried in loyal com- 
radeship In arms, tho Austro- 
Hungarian army and fleet, 
fighting, bleeding, but also as- 
tailing and conquering, gained 
such successes that they frus- 
trated th* intontioos of the en- 
emy. 

*' The quadruple alliance not 
only ha* won an immense series 
of victories hut alto holds in its 
power extensive hostile terri- 
tories. Unbroken is its strength, 
aa our latost treacherous enemy 
has just experienced. 

“ Can our enemies hope to 
conquer or shatter this alliance 
of powers? They will never 
succeed in breaking it by block- 
ado and starvation measures. 
Their war aims, to the attain- 
ment of which they have coma 
no nearer in the third year of 
Ilia war. will in the future be 
proved to hav# been completely 
unattaineble. Useless and un-
